School of Business 
faces: harsh future

With the once-embittered, 


_ School of Business Administra- 
“tion and Economics strengthen- 


ing itself in anticipation of its 
1993 re-accreditation, Ephraim 
P. Smith, the school’s dean, finds 
himself in a tough spot with few 
places to turn. 

Classes in the. nation’s sixth- 
largest business school are 
again impacted — one class has 

“a waiting list numbering in the 
hundreds — and_ it appears 

_things are only going to get, 
worse, 


As.the school strives toward ~ 


re-accreditation with an_ in- 
creased emphasis on research 
and an aggressive drive for top 
faculty, budget woes have busi- 


- ness officials preparing for a 
_ crunch that could severely im- 


pact all. programs. 

.Gov. Pete Wilson's 1991-92 — 
budget, which’ would” trim at 
least $14 million from Cal State 
Fullerton’s budget, will be voted 


_on by the legislature in June or.. |... 


July. Until then, it’s business as 
usual, but with a wary eye on 
the future. 

Budget cuts “could affect 
every activity of the school — 


our teaching mission, our re- - 


search mission,” said Smith. (‘It 
could be severe.” 


And it may be felt most pro- ~ 


foundly in the classrooms, which 
will surely grow more crowded. 


~ Less money will mean‘ fewer 


clagses, and that's bad news for 
business students trying to 
graduate.” 


“Our classes all tend to be - 


closed early,” Smith said. “We 


have problems with (not having) | 


enough seats. 

“When I talk to students, 
their number one complaint is 
their inability to get classes. We 
don’t want complaints; we don't 
want to hear noise from oyr cus- 
tomers.” . : 

The school and Associated 
Students President Joe Ahn 
have made alleviating over- 
crowding in business classes a 
top priority. Smith said several 
classes —'’ Management 339 
(with a waiting list of 300-400)

Month-long celebration « 
begins with angry words

A forum'meant to generate understand- 
ing among members of traditionally black 
and white fraternities and sororities be- 
came heated when several black Greeks 
criticized white fraternities for concentrat- 
ing‘on “partying” rather than engaging in, 
constructive activities. 

The exchange erupted Wednesday night 
during one of the first major events of Gal 
State Fullerton’s observation of Black His- 
tory Month. 

- The forum, sponsored by thé Greeks for 
Racial Awareness and Cultural Education 
(GRACE), was intended to facilitate open 
discussion and greater understanding of 
the diversity and commonalities of the 


Greek organizations on campus. 
The discussion resulted in raised voices 
and heated exchange, climaxing in accusa- 
tions by several members of black frater- 
‘nities and sororities that the traditionally 
white fraternities spent, too much time 
“partying” and not enough working on 
worthwhile projects. 


A member of Omega Psi Phi, a tradition- 


ally black fraternity, said the purpose of 
his ‘organization was.“survival” and de- 
veloping an increased “community base” 
which includes service within the black 
community. 


_ Ryder Evans, president of Pi Kappa Phi, . 
a white frater nity, attempted to correct the 


“animal house” image of traditionally 
white fraternities, pointing out changes in 
fraternities’. focus since the 1950s and 
stressing a return to original ideals. 

’ The discussion also covered differences 
in the pledging process, respect for tradi- 


.tions, and service project participation.

passes. The budget could be cut 
by $20 million ifthe tuition hike — 
remains at the same level. 

Jones said the fee increase 


‘isn’t likely to occur because Se- 


nate Bill 1645 prevents yearly 
student fees from going up more 
than 10percent at a time. The 
state legislature would have to 
override SB 1645 by a two-thirds 
vote to gain the 20 percent in- 
crease. ; 
‘Passed in September, SB 1645 
allows the governor and state 


‘legislators to raise student fees 
in an emiergency situation. ~ 


“The good part about not get- 
ting an increase is student fees 
will not be increased dramati- 


- cally, - ‘which would otherwise 


prevent students from attending 
Cal Staté Fullerton.” Jones said. 

“The downside is that without 
the big increase, the budget 
shortfall will go,up ‘by almost $3 
million.” 

AS President. Joe Ahn said 
even if the increase does go into 
effect, CSUF students are as- 
sured of delayed graduation 
dates, scarce class availability, 
reduced student services nd 
larger class sizes. 

“We are all going to be paying 
more and getting less,” Ahn 
said. £ 

He said he wants AS niembers 

‘to oppose the increase by iniitiat- 
ing and drafting student peti- 
tions and letter campaigns to be 
sent to the deans of each CSU. 

Members ‘of AS and the . 
California State Student Associ- 
ation will. be in Sacramento 
from Feb. 23-25, lobbying legis- 
lators against the increase. The

But enough fish stories. Ina timé when a 
shortfall in the state budget is forcing 
CSUF to cut $14 million from programs and 
classes, President Milton Gordon — in his 
decision to save the footballteam — is ~ 
sending a message to students that they are 
not asimportant as athletics. 

The Athletics Department is facinga . 
projected deficit in its budget of more than 
$600,000 — alot of clams. Its biggest 
expense by far is the football program, 
which costs more than it makes. And so the 

~ Athletics Council, rather than trim the fins 
and scales offevery single athletic program, 
voted to send the football program to its 
watery grave. - 

The final decision on the fate ofthe team 
belonged to Gordon, an avowed fan. Gordon's 
decision, predictably, \ was to save the team 
and start a massive fundraising drive to 
“cover the projecteddeficit.

The problem is that while the football 
team has been saved from the cruelest cut of 
all, students and classes will not be so 
lucky. Whgeg $14 million is eliminated from 
a Gniversites budget, it means that person- 
nel, including professors, will be laid off. 

What this means, in turn, is that fewer 
class sections can be offered. Those availa- . 
ble will have more students in them. Stu- - 
dent services, including counseling, finan- 
cial aid and CSUF’s endless bureaucracy, 
will also be cut. The result, inevitably, is 
that students’ educations will suffer. 

The reason the Athletics Department will 
not endure the same fate as the rest of the 
university is a planned fundraising drive 
that will cover the department's deficit. »
